Sandford FiiEJUNG, Mr. MAUcrjs 
SuiTH, Mr. Rowan, C. E., and otiiors. 
Mr. Smith, in his evidence, strenuous- 
ly maintained that the irregularities 
existed, and he threw the responsil)ili- 
ty for them ou the late Government, 
the Chief Exoin'eeu and ]\Ir. Rowan, 
Engineer in charge. The Committee 
have reported and the last clause is as 
follows: — 

, •'From the evidence of IMr. Alarcus 
Smith, lato acting Chief Engineer, 
your Conmiittee were at first led to be- 
lieve that a very largo part of the in- 
creased cost, something like $900,000, 
../ ,^as duCfj toia change of character of 
i iwife roWd 'throughout the section known 
as No. 16. This change was recom- 
mended by Mr. Rowan, Division 1mi- 
gineer, and consisted of two alterations 
in tho original plana. One of these al- 
terations was intended to le.ssQu the 
,^0t>kt(work for the embankments, 
wherever the work passes through 
water. The other was intended to 
get rid of the trestle-work with wliieli 
it was at first designed to fill all voids 
in tho embankment, for wliicli other 
material was not found in the work, 
and to make tho whole embankment of 
solid earth or rock. Mr. Smith, with a 
-remarkable and somewhat strange ig- 
.liorance of the existing facts, and 
perhaps a still more strange forgetful- 
ness of past history, and especially of 
his own connection with the work, 
stated that the entire change conipri.'ied 
in these two divisions of Mr. Rowan's 
re^rt were actually taking place. At 
the Bathe time^wKile testifying to the 
• impropriety of making such changes 
without authority, and even without 
. new tenders, ho declaimed himself un- 
able to give any account of the .sanc- 
tion for preceeding with them. He 
even was, he said, in a large measure in 
ignorance as toanything that had been 
done in respect to making them until 
last August, when he saw them being 
carried out. Yonr Committee, how- 
ever, learned from the evidence of Mr. 
Rowan that in all this Mr. Smith 1 
was gi-ossly mistaken. The report | 
made by Mr. Rowan recommending 
the alteration of the work was made to ! 
Mr. Smith himself; but that part j 
which applies to the embankments on | 
the land, and ^Vllich alone would add ' 
to the cost, has never yet been under- ; 
taken, except as hereafter stated, for j 
the gocl reason stated by Mv. Rowan 
that he has never yet had authority. 
As to that part which was applicable 
to the embankments carried through 
water, it lessens instead of increases 
the cost, and was authorized by Mr. 
Smith liimself. It lessens the co.st Ijy 
requiring less rock work, and the di- 
mension of tho rock thus saved has 
been employed elsewhere to the dimin- 
ution of the trestle work. It is per- 
haps right to add that the trestle work 
as filling for voids in the embankment 
was determined on for tho sake of 
economy and rapidity in the first con- 
struction. . J.t is certain that the solid 
embankment' will make the beat and 
'. most durable and ultimately eoono- 
mical road, especially as it is not sub- 
ject to- destruction by fire; but the evi- 
dence ia conflicting as to whether it is

Il(^ tinishes a very 
savage criticism of the Chicago doctor's 
publisliod es.siiy by saying "it is in the 
tongue of the purest jabberwock and 
the most rational person referred to in 
tho whole narrative is the reformed 
drunkaril who s|)eaks of tho''dogon red 
bark." The doctor has "no notion of 
this man's meaning, but ho seems to 
be right." This Englishman thinks 
that "life is too short, the weather too 
uncertain, and the state of trade too 
deplorable for such solemn Jokes at 
present, and that there is such a science 
taught in hhiglnnd as ccivbral pliysiol 
ogy which does not Ifiid its sni)port to 
speculations described in the aforesaid 
manner. Another English gentleman 
notices the discovery ina very ditl'ercnt 
umnncr. He says "opportunities for 
testing it are only too numerous. I 
would suggest that wlu'u one of those 
unwortliies or uiifoi-tnnates who apjiear 
at our Police Courts so reiieatcdly on 
the charge of being drunk and inca{)- 
able is introduced to tho notice of the 
Magistrate for tho usual "five sliillings 
and costs" .should be .substituted a 
month in gaol, and instead of bard la- 
bor a teaspoonful of this ehiuchona 
tincture .should bo ordered for him 
every three hours; wn siiould soon 
know wheth(;r Dr. D'UstiEn's discov- 
ery had any value, and should it be 
found to liav(; none, no one would be 
any the worse." The Police Magis- 
trate may take .some noticti of this 
joker's advice and though there is noth- 
ing in our own law to authorize such a 
practice as pliy.sie for tho prisoner it 
deserves some attention. We some- 
times see a good deal of sound connnon 
snnsG concealed in tho jacket of a joke.

His Honor thought tho Chinaman ought 
to ho in the dock. 

Sergt. Bloonifiold sworn — There are 
throe hundred Chinamen liore living in 
Kwong Lee's cabins and nearly all of them 
are in the' habit of supplying whisky to 
Indians. He did not think it would be 
possible to discover which of them sup- 
plied tliia Indian witli giu. 

BIr. Todd said that tho police were not 
anxious to convict tho Indian for iiaving 
the whisky in his possession; they would 
prefer to have the Cliinaman punished. 

Sergt. Bloomfiold said the trade of sup- 
plying whisky to Indians was now in tho 
liaiida of the Chinese. 

Ki.H Honor thouglit the Indian liquor 
law required amendment. In rural dis- 
tricts it might do very well; but in cities 
like this, wlvere there is a police foicoand 
whore Indians Iwvo resided for many 
years and have behaved tltemaelves V017 
well, it seemed to be an injustice to de- 
prive them of tho plo.isure of taking a 
ghusa of beer or whisky. The law as it is 
has a tendency to undervalue tho bless- 
ings of British justice and encourage the 
tnulo of soiling whisky to Indians, which 
is carried on by the very worst classes of 
the population.

Sir John A. Macdonald argued that 
tho iioliey of the Government of which 
lie was formerly a member was tlie 
same as the policy announced to-ilay. 
They believed tho railway could bo 
built from the Atlantic to the Pacific 
without eventually costing the people 
of Old Canada ono cent. Wo had 
abundance of good arable land, fit for 
agricultural purposes. Tho hon. gen- 
tleman (Mr. Mackenzie) for party pur- 
poses was following the same wretched 
game which he had formerly pursued, 
in now telling tho people of England 
and German and Dutch capitalists that 
thoy should not invest in this onter- 
pi'iso. Tho hon. gontlcman said ho was 
not a British statesman. Thank C<od 
for Englaixdl And if the hon. gentle- 
man ceased to bo a Canadian statesman 
perhaps this country would not sufTor 
so much. Tho hon. gentleman told 
British capitalists not to invest one 
farthing in this scheme — • 

Mr. ilackenzie — I never said so. 

Sir John A. Macdonald said this was 
the way in which the hon. gentleman 
anxiously desired to help tho ])rG.scnt 
Govornuu'iit in carrying through this 
Rchcnio. Tlio hon. gentloman was at- 
tempting to destroy and injure the 
prospects of building this railway, over 
which he had such fraternal regard. 

Mr. Mackenzie — You aro overdoing 
it now. 

Sir John A. Macdonald said it was 
better to overdo it than not to do it at 
all. The art of doing nothing at a 
great expense the hon. gentleman had 
arrived at to gi-eat perfection, and at 
tho greatest possible cost to tho coun- 
try. Power had been taken to give 
out contracts without the previous ap- 
probation of Parliament. Tho hou. 
gentleman admitted that he was favor- 
blc to the Bute Inlet, because lie avow- 
ed that this was his policy. 

jNIr. Mackenzie — I said nothing of 
the sort. I said that up to two years 
ago I was considerably biased in favor 
of it, because up to that time the infor- 
mation which I had led mo in that di- 
rection. 

Sir John A. .Macdonald — Was there 
not an Order in Council making Bute 
Inlet the terminus t 

Mr. Mackenzie — No, there was not. 

Sir John A. Macdonald — I say there 
was. 

:Mr. Mackenzie said that tho hon. 
gentleman had no right to say so, and 
asked whether the hon. gentloman 
meant to say that his Government ne- 
ver i)a8scd an Order in Council making 
Esquimalt the terminus. 

Sir John A Macdonald replied that 
there was such an order. When the 
hon. gentleman introduced the Bill to 
build the railroad from Eaquimalt to 
Nanaimo, did ' the Government not 
therefore bind themselves to either Bute 
or Burrard Inlet ? Did tho hon. gon- 
tlonian either pledge himself to the 
Burrard or to tho Bute Inlet? 
i\Ir. ilackenzio— Certainly not. 
Sir John A. Macdonald read from the 
report to show that the intention of the 
Oovernment in 1872 was to go to Esqui- 
malt, but of course if this was impractic- 
able thoy would not go, and if tho railway 
was carried to Burrard Inlet a forry would 
bo establialiod and the lino carried to 
Esquimau, as part of tho railway. Tliis 
was their deliberate policy in 1872. Thoy 
chose Esquimau to bo tho groat Pacific 
j harbour of British Columbia, the groat 
' commercial harbour, but as to Burrard In- 
I let or Bute Inlet they kept themselves 
'■ free. Uo referred to Sir Hugh Allon's at- 
[• tempt to build tho road, and charged tlio 
' hon. gentleman with disparaging our own

country, and no man in his senses would 
have taken an otFor from tho hon. gentle- 
man who had stated in his place in Par- 
liament that tho security was not worth 
ono farthing; that tho railway was to bo 
a tax and a burden, to the people, and 
more than one' of the gentleman's col- 
leagues had told British Columbia in the 
House that thoy could not expect tho 
railw.ay, and if thoy did not like it they 
might go in peace. Every eflbrt wis made 
to destroy the jhancos of tlio railway in 
England, every avonuo stopped, every 
means were taken to prevent the consum- 
matioii of the scheme ; but what did these 
hon. gcutlemoii care? This, was a fair 
game. According to tho old fable Canada 
was like an oyster in the hands of two 
lawyers to be sacrificed. What did tho 
hon. gentleman care if ho ruined Canada, 
and there woro no signs of ropentanco ! 
(Laughter.) Uo is still an impenitont 
sinner. There woro no signs of repen- 
tance at this moment, 1870, whon he wiis 
committing the crime again. Ho was an 
offender tho second time, and they know 
what ought to bo tho punishment of a 
man who was twice convicted ol the same 
olVence, but what did tho hon. gentleman 
care so long as he displaced tho old Gov- 
ernment and got possession of power I 
What did he care though ho disparaged 
. and crushed the credit of the country ? 



If the hon. gentleinari's power were eqiial 
to his will; if he wero a British statesman 
ho hiultold them whatho would do,butCa- 
nada had survived, and ho (Sir John) 
thought that Canada was capable of build- 
ing this gre.at railway'. The hon. gentlo- 
man opposite objected to building 125 
miles of railway without laying tho con- 
tract before Parliament,but the hen. -gen- 
tleman made a solemn compact with tho 
British Government and the Government 
of British Columbia to build 2000 miles of 
railway across tho continent by 1890. 
This scheme was going to succeed. He 
believed Canada could go into the Eng- 
lish market and borrow plenty of money 
at a fair rate of interest to build the whole 
of this railway. Tlio magnificent scheme 
of his hon. friend would coiiiniimd itself 
to tho English people, as ilns railway 
would pass through ono of tho finest 
countries tho sun ever shone upon, which 
would furnish happy lioines for millions 
of Englishmen and thus add strength to 
tho Empire. Tho capitalists of England 
did not consider loyalty or disloyalty. 
Thoy only en(|uii ed where they could ob- 
tain i)rofitable investment for their 
money. Canada could go to them and 
pledge tho faith of tho Dominion and 
100,000,000 acres of land worth §2 an 
acre, for the money thoy advanced, be- 
sides oilering theia tho road itself as se- 
curity. England would choose ono Com- 
missioner and Canada another, and those 
men would hold their positions froo from 
all political influences, and they would bo 
charged faithfully and honestly to admin- 
istor that enormous estate of 100,000,000 
acres of land, and to invest the proceeds 
from it in Dominion scouritioa. The hon. 
gentleman might laugh at this scheme, 
but he had faith in tho future of that rail- 
wav. Th'nigh this country had lost five 
precious years, this great work would be 
taken uji and completed. One hundred 
million acres of hmd at >i'l an aoro would 
produce &-200,COO,000 with which this 
railway could l)o built without takingone 
cent from tho people of old Canada. Tliat 
was assuming that thoy had not an Im- 
perial guarantee, but he believed whon 
the Imperial Goveriiinont saw the enor- 
mous iiniiortanco of this work, and tho 
onorniouH advantage it would be to tho 
Imperial Oovernment in ojjening tho 
countrj' for tho population of tho crowded 
portions of Great Britain, and furnishing 
a short and direct routo to tho East, that 
thoy would grant tho guarantee which, 
without costing England a singlo sixpence 
would enable Canada to fioat in tho Eng- 
lish money market all the loans that 
would bo required to complete this great 
work. He concluded by painting a glow- 
ing picture of tho younger Britain of tho 
West, whon it would bo settled by tho 
teeming populations of England, Scotland 
and Ireland. 

Mr. Cartwright said that he was not 
disposed to reject tho initial proposals 
which came from hon. gentlemen oppo- 
site, but at tho same time thoy wero not 
to bo deterred from debating the real in- 
terests of this country by any airected in- 
dignation which tho First Alinister liad 
just levoUod at tho head of tho leader of 
tho Opposition. Fur onco that right hon. 
gentleman might have taken a lesson 
from the calm and temperate manner in 
which tho Minister of Public Works in- 
troduced tho subject to their notice. To 
tho Minister of Public Works, though ho 
did not agree with him, ho could at any 
rate give tho credit cf having brought this 
matter unclor their notico in a stylo and 
tono which was not unworthy of tho 
great subject ho had. to handle. (Hoar, 
lioar). Eight years ago, when the origin- 
al propositions of tho hon. gentlemen op- 
posite wore bofovo parliament, sovoral 
hon. gontlometi pointed out to them tho 
precise difliculties, tho precise dangers, 
the procisQ blunders, which by tho confes- 
sion of tho Minister of Public Works to- 
day had resulted from tho most unwise 
and uustatesman-like manner in whieh 
that project was conceived and placed on 
tho atatuto book. Ho was surprised to 
hear tho First Minister dare to accuse the 
leader of tho Opposition, whoso patriot- 
ism was on a par with that of any other 
man in Canada, of having meanly, mal- 
iciously, dishonestly, and unpatriotically 
done his boat in 1873 to destroy tho 
scheme which he (Sir John) had brouglit 
forward to enable tho people of Canada 
to construct a railroad to the Pacific. 
The hon. gentlomau talked about the lato 
Government having niado a solemn com- 
pact to build 2,000 miles of railway in 
twenty years. W'hy, those hon gentlemen 
conceived the absurd, mad, inipracticablo 
sohenio of building 3,000 mile.s ovor an 
unexplored country in ten yc- rj, where- 
as tho lato Government reducetl tho work 
by two-thirds, doubled tho lenpith of time 
to do it, and got rid of a section of 100 
mile!) or thereabouts, which would have 
cost at least as much as tho portion in 
British Columbia. For tho purpose of 
developing any country it was, in tho first 
initial stages, of the greatest nioinont to 
eucourago sottloment, but ho did not pro- 
tend for ono moment that it would be part 
of his policy to give tho great masses of 
tho lands lying along the line of tho Pa- 
cific Railway in free grants to parties who 
might settle on them. The proposition 
of tho late Government to construct the 
line from Esquimalt to Kanaimo was 
made by way of compensation to British 
Columbia, and it was so recognized by 
Lord Carnarvon, and was not acooptod by 
British Columbia as in any shape or way 
part of the Pacific line. 

Mr. Cartwright, continuing his speech, 
said that it would be unwise on their part 
to allow (bose resolutions tc take oven 
tho Iir.it stage without calling attention 
to certain points connected more particu- 
larly with tho financial aspect of tho 
country, which ho thought the Minister 
of Public Works luul hardly sufficiently 
considered. They had lately engaged in 
a two-fold experiment. In tho first place, 
thoy woro attempting by means of enor- 
mously increased taxation to relievo tho 
dopresflod condition of a certain portion 
of tho people of the country, and what- 
ever might bo said as to the recklessness 
of tho views of hon. gentlemen opposite, 
ho did not think that any ono, even 
amoBg themselves, would bo found bold 
enougli to dony that for some years to 
come, at any rate, it was an oxporiment, 
tho results of which neither they nor any- 
body else could accurately foresee. Just 
at tho timo when it was, to say the least 
of it, a matter of groat uncertainty what 
would bo the exact revcnuo on which tho 
people of Canada could count on for the 
next half dozen years, at all events, they 
found tho Minister of Public Works in- 
troducing a proposal which might, if he 
understood it aright, result in an enor- 
mous addition to tho annual charges of 
the people of tho country. 

Mr. Topper — Perhaps tho hon. gentlo- 
man will allow mo to say that the surplus 
over tho working expenses last year, 
which was very unfavorable, was 828,000 
on the Biviere du Loup branch, from 
Chaudiere' Junction! to the Uiviere du 
Loup. 

Mr. Cartwright said ho also noted tho 
condition iu whieh these gentlemen had 
allowed tho road to got, and he was afraid 
that this exhibit, if the hon. gentleman 
kept the . road up in anything like a 
fair condition, would not bo tho sum on 



which he could depend, wholly apart from 
other contingencies, such as tho risk of 
divci'sion of trafiic. He had no right to 
insist on this, he admitted, but thoro was, 
to say the least of it, a great risk tliat a 
very considerable addition to tho annual 
charge would be made, not only for the 
purchase money, but by reason of the de- 
nency or diversion of traffic whidi would 
arue. Tho Miniaterof Financehadbrought 
down a demand for about ?lliOOO,000 for 
tho public, and the least they cbidd count 
on would bo a further additional chargoof 
about §550,000 a year, and tho interest 
and sinking fund on tho ?11,000,000 
which he proposed to expend, ho perceiv- 
ed from the statement of the Minister of 
Public Works, wero entirely allowed apart 
from any expenditure which might bo in- 
currod in tlio prosecution of tho Pacific 
Railway westward of Rod River. Thej' 
had thoreforo these resolutions. Suppose 
it wero possible for tho Minister of Fi- 
nance and tho Government to keep with- 
in tho limit of tlioir own estimate of §2.'?,- 
050,000, and suppose that only 8800,000 
wero required to be added for other ser- 
vices to which ho had alluded, thoy would 
find our im.nediato annual expenditure 
raised to the sum of §24,500,000 in round 
numbers. He felt that until wo knew 
more accurately than wo did now what 
our true financial position w as, the hon. 
gentleman would do a verj' ilangerous 
thing indeed if ho committed tho people 
of the country, on tho faith of such reso- 
lutions as these, to any considerable ex- 
penditure in any direction whatuvor. His 
own objections to thcso resolutions wero 
chiefly these: — He objected to the state- 
ment respecting tho Bute Inlot route, as 
no doubt tho hon. gentleman ex- 
cepted also to the propqsition that 
tho Government should bo allowed to 
put under contract 125 niilos of road, 
as yet totally undefined, involving not 
improbably an expenditure of from $9,- 
000,000 to §10,000,000. Ho doubted ex- 
tremely the wisdom of the precedent of 
establishing a Commission without stat- 
ing to tho moinbers of tho House exactly 
what their power might bo, and who 
wero to be appointed. This whole busi- 
ness was at present in a tontativo shape. 
From what ho could gather from the state- 
ment of the hon. gentleman (Mr. 'Tuppor), 
ho did not appear to bo able to indicate 
to tho House any single fact whereon 
thoy might base an assurance that this 
project would be taken up by any person 
in England in a position to aflbrd material 
aid. If tho hon. gentleman gave, as ho 
proposed, and as ho (Mr. Cartwright) 
thought tho Fu-st Minister more than in- 
timated, the guarantee of Canada, in ad- 
dition to the lands and tho railway itself, 
he did not doubt that the lion, gentloman 
might obtain or socuro somo company to 
start tho operation, nor did ho think 
there could be any very great difficulty 
probably in building tho 1,200 or 1,400 
miles which intervened between Red 
River and the central district of British 
Columbia; but the hon. gentloman would 
find that wo woro running a very great 
risk in this, unless his conditions were o.x- 
tremoly stringent and tho parties with 
whom he bargained were possessed in 
their own right of a very largo amount of 
capital. Otherwise this country would 
be committed to an enterprise for %7hich 
we would be called upon to furnish furth- 
er funds from timo to time. 

Mr. Dawson approved of the scliemo of 
combining colonization with tho construc- 
tion of tho line. They must not, ho 
thought, depend on having a veiy great 
amount of traffic at first, particularly as 
the trade of China and Japan now oamo 
through the Suez Canal. Peace River 
country, ho cnntnnded, had been well 
known for nearly a century, and ho was 
surprised that tho accounts given of it by 
the old explorers had not been availed of. 
Ho alleged that the map accompanying 
tho Chief Engineer's report this year was 
inaccurate, and that it was not consistent 
with tho description given in the book. 

Mr. McLennan expressed tho opinion 
that tho present timo presented a favor- 
able opportunity of encouraging a proper 
kind of immigration from Europe, and 
commended the proposition of the Gov- 
ernment to combine colonization with 
construction. 

Mr. Mills protested against the intro- 
duction of so important a measure at this 
stage of tho session. He was not dispos- 
ed to entrust the powers asked to the 
Government. Tho scheme proposed was 
beyond the resources of the country. Wo 
might by smill degrees, as our resources 
porraitted, roach the Pacific coast, hut tho 
time when wo would bo able to complete 
the road, and connect tho oxtrenio west 
with the extreme east, was so remote that 
it was unfair to hold out hopes of tho very 
early completion of this undertaking. 
How was tho country committed to this 
affair] Tho United States obtained Al- 
aska, and England thouglit it easier and 
more honorable to let tho whole country 
go than to lot British Columbia go alono. 
Hon. gentlomon opposite had bocomo 
parties to this policy, and had agreed to 
tho acquisition of British Columbia, 
though tho terms made wero impossible 
of fulfilment. Tho interest and cost of 
working tho road would bo §14,000,000 a 
ye.ar, and tho resources of the country 
wero wholly inadequate to tho undertak- 
ing of so gigantic an enterprise, such as 
the hon. gentleman submitted to tho 
House. To what extent was this country 
committed to tho enterprise? To tho con- 
struction of the road as fast as tho exist- 
ing rates of taxation would place money 
at the disposal of the Government for 
that purpose, and no farther. Tho build- 
ing of the road by 1890, agreed to by tho 
lato Government, was contingent upon 
tho ability of the country to furnish tho 
money at tho existing rates of taxation. 
Mr. Tupper — No, no. 
Mr. Mills said tho hon. gentleman was 
wholly mistaken in his denial. Hon. 
gentlemen opposite had lately adopted a 
policy against tho extension of our com- 
morco. Thoy had diminished our re- 
sources, and they now proposed to com- 
mit the country to indefinito obligations 
by tho resolutions submitted. These 
could point in but one direction. Hon. 
gontlemon opposite proposed to hopelessly 
involve the country, and adopt a policy 
which would render it utterly incap.ablc 
of meeting its engagements, and pointing 
to a change in our political relations. 
This was tho only solution of tho diffi- 
culty. He was anxious that this country 
should remain master of its own destiny, 
and be capable of exercising its own will 
freely, but this policy would take away 
its freedom and propel tho country in a 
particular course, which course was not 
ono that would be most favorable to tho 
intellectual and moral progress of the 
pooplo of this country.. Nobody knew 
whore tho road would run. The hon. 
gentleman proposed further surveys, and 
admitted that thcso surveys could not bo 
completed this year. Until tho hon. 
gentleman knew exactly what ho wanted, 
he was not in a position. to.Bsk-the Hvuse 
for a dollar. 

Mr. Bunstcr pointed out the magnitude 
of tho mineral resources of British Colum- 
bia, wliicli was in his opinion tho only 
mineral Province in tho Dominion, They 
had sufficient resources of this nature to 
build ten such railroads. Ho thought that
